IlepresentatlvG Bodenburg ot Illinois 
was not recorded as voting. Ilepre- 
sentaUve Moorcs of Indiana. Repub- 
lican, voted "Present," being paired 
with on absentee. 

Passed After Hot Session. 
The bill, as framed by the llepuh- 
Ucan leaders, was passed at a turbu- 
lent session, nrald a deluge of orato- 
ry nnd to tlie accompaniment of the 
shrieks of Indignation of the minority 
over the gag rule by which the Demo- 
crats and- the farm bloc were pre- 
vented from olfcrlng amcn<lments re- 
storing the hnmedlnto full cash bonus 
payment financed by an excess proUta 
tax. No method to provide the rev- 
enue for the bonus is specified In tlie 
bin. Nearly every member of the 
house was In his seat nnd Uie galleries 
■were jammed throughout the noisy 

session. 

The measure now goes to the sen-- 
otc where It ivlll be the center of an- 
other stubborn battle. Hero the busi- 
ness Interests opposing the bill will 
ninUe* their last stand. 

Now Up to the Senate, 
The senate finance committee Is not 
llhely to give tlie hill any consldem- 
tlon until after the tarirc bill Is re- 
ported to the senate, which will be 
about April 1. The committee will 
consider whether the bUl should be 
'approved In Its present form or amend- 
ed by providing for the financing of 
n cash boinis through the issuance of 
bonds or from the proceeds of the 
principal or Interest of the foreign 
debt. The proposed sales" tax advo- 
cated by President Harding is no more 
popular In the senate than in the

House leaders Insist that President 
Harding will sign the bill If presented 
to lilm In its present form. 

ProvlBlonB of the Measure. 
TJuder the hill as passed cash bo- 
nuses should be given only to those 
veterans entitled to less than $50 un- 
der the scale of adjusted service com- 
pensation providing. for 51 Pcr day of 
homo service hud $1.25 per day of over- 
seas service in excess of CO days. Vet- 
enins who would be entitled to n 
greater sum 'have the option of four 
kinds of componpatlon— an adjusted 
8er\^lce certificate, vocational training 
aid, farm or homo aid nnd land settle- 
ment aid. 

The chief feature of the bill Is the 
adjusted st'r%-lce certificate -which Is 
Uie equivalent of n 2(>-year endowment 
insurance policy. As a substitute for 
Uie cash bonus It is provided that vet- 
erans may borrow from bunks imrae- 
dllely up to DOper cent of Uie original 
fnce value of the adjusted ser\-Ice cer- 
tlflcntes. Interest on these loans Is 
limited to the federal rcsen'e bunk re- 
discount rate plus 2 per cent. If the 
veterans default on the loans the banks 
may collect the amount from the gov- 
ernment at the end of three years. 
Encourages Savings Account. 
Those veterans who retain their cer- 
tificates lor the full 20 years^ period 
will receive cash at the end of that 
time equal to about three tlmcH the 
original face value, the ultimate value 
representing an Increase of 25 per cent 
m the face value plus 4i/^ per cent 
Interest i;ompounded annually. 

According to the estimates of Repre- 
sentative Fordiioy. chairman of the 
ways nnd means committee, the bonus 
under this plan wilt cost Uie govern- 
ment about 5-1,000.000.000.
